s| Spiritual matter. It is not a matter of natural aptitude, in- 


herited from father or mother. It is a matter of spiritual 
aptitude worked in the heart by the blessed Spirit of God. 
I have known people who would spend hundreds of dollars 
buying CARE packages for the needy in Europe, who would 
give liberally to the Red Cross and donate blood to blood 
banks, but who did not lift a finger to keep loved ones out 
of Hell. The tender heart by nature is not the same as a holy 
compassion by grace. On the other hand, I have known 
wretched sinners, hardened and perverted and calloused 
who when saved by grace and moved by the blessed Holy 
Spirit of God, became the most earnest and tender soul win- 
ners and the fountain of tears was opened for sinners. I know 
a man, once a hijacker who was pitiless and hardened in sin 
and who set out to kill his own wife and daughter. But in 


answer to the prayers of wife and daughter, 


he was con- 


verted and now is a tenderhearted, earnest soul winner. You 
see, God has to give this burden for souls. But God wants to 
do it and every Christian may have, and ought to have, a 
deep concern, a travail of soul, a holy compassion for sinners. 


Now, how may one seek and* 
find this burning heart of compas- 
sion for sinners? 


1. Meditation on the Great 
Truths of Redemption in the Word 
of God Cultivates Soul-Winning 

Compassion 


In Psalm 126:6 the Lord con- 


nects the soul-winner’s tears with 


his use of the Word of God. “He 
that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing’ precious seed....,” is to 
come back with souls won. The 
Word of God is the message of 
the soul winner. But the Word of 
God must first find lodgment in 
the heart of the one who wins 
souls and make him into a soul 


winner. Certain great truths of 
the Word of God must become 
dear and precious and powerful in 
the heart of the soul winner if 
his compassion is to burn hot and 
if his fountain of tears is to be 
opened for lost people. So every 
Christian should set out to learn 
the Bible, to love it, to feed on 
it every day, to get the divine 
viewpoint and to absorb the divine 
attitude of heart, by daily search- 
ing and meditation in the Word 
of God. 

First, I think every Christian 
who would be a soul winner needs

uage about Hell, there can be no 
doubt that Hell is a terrible place 
ef torment, eternal torment for 
condemned sinners. And _ the 
place to get this all settled in 
your mind is in the Word of God. 
I hope that you will take the 
Gospel of Matthew, for example, 
and read in it the constantly re- 
peated warnings of Hell. John the 
Baptist, in Matthew 3:10-12 spoke 
of the ax at the root of the tree, 
the tree thrown into the fire and 
that Christ Himself would baptize 
with fire, “Whose fan is in his 
hand, and he will throughly purge 
his floor, and gather his wheat 
into the garner; but he will burn 
up the chaff with unquenchable 
fire.” But throughout the rest of 
that Gospel of Matthew listen to 
the striking language of Jesus: 

“ .. Shall be in danger of hell 
five” (5:22). 

Better pluck out your eye or cut 
off your hand rather than that 
“thy whole body should be cast 
to hell” (3:29,30).

body in hell’ (10:28). 
“And thou, Capernaum ... shalt 
be brought down to hell” (11:23). 
“As therefore the tares are

things that offend, and them which 
do iniquity; And shall cast them 
into a furnace of fire: there shall 
be wailing and gnashing of teeth” 

(13 :40-42).

Christ. 


The preacher would do well to 
read, if he can, four or five ser- 
mons by Munsey, the old-time 
Methodist preacher, on retribution 
and Hell. Dr. Billy Graham told 
me that he sometimes before 
preaching on Hell reads my 
pamphlet on Hell, What the Bible 
Says About It. Y think the two 
chapters on “Is the Torment in 
Hell. Eternal?” and “Is There 
Literal Fire in Hell?” from my 


would be helpful. But most of all,

I entreat every reader to study 


and children who are not con- 
not born again, are in 
danger of eternal ruin and may 
drop in a moment to their destiny 
among the damned. No one can 
feel as Christ feels about sinners 
until he knows what: Christ says 
about their doom. 


Second, I think that every 
Christian should meditate on the 
Great Commission. Here are the 
marching orders for every Chris- 
tian. He is to get the gospel to 
every creature,’ to disciple all 
nations. He is to be witness to 
the end of the earth. The com- 
mands of Christ for soul winning 
are so definite that every Chris- 
tian ought to know and realize 
and feel in his heart what a wick- 
ed rebel, what a negligent and 
disobedient child of God he is, if 
he does not give himself with a 
holy enthusiasm and with broken- 
hearted tears, to the business of 
winning souls. The Christian is to 
be a fruit tree (Prov. 11:30). He 
is to be a vine bearing much 
fruit (John 15:4,5)..He is to be a 
city set on a hill, a light not hid. 
He is to be the salt of the earth. 
He is to be Christ’s own Spirit- 
filled witness! He is to follow 
Christ and so be made like Him, 
a fisher of men. Meditation and 
an honest acceptance of the duty 
laid on Christians in the Great 
Commission should make soul 
winning central in the life of every 
Christian. 

Third, the people of God need 
to meditate on the passion of the 
Lord Jesus, on His sufferings for 
sinners, on His tender ministry. 
Follow Jesus through the Gospels 
and see how He loved harlots and 
publicans, members of the San- 
hedrin, Samaritans, lepers, rich 
rulers, and Pharisees. How can 
anyone be like the .Lord. Jesus 
who does not so love and woo and 
weep over sinners? 

Fourth, I beg every Christian to 
live much in the Book of Acts. and 
associate with the great’ Bible 
soul winners. Paul and Stephen 
and Barnabas and Silas and .Peter 
and Philip! Christian, meet these 
men and know them and love 
them. Join in the holy caravan. 
Follow in their train! Make them 
your models as Spirit-filled soul 
winners, 

Let me say again-'‘that only as 
one learns promises of the Bible, 
the commands of the Bible, and 


learns the Lord Jesus by knowing 


what He has said can one grow 
to be the compassionate-hearted 
soul winner he ought to be. 


2. Waiting on God in Prayer 
Nurses the Soul-Winner’s Passion 


Before Pentecost the 120 waited 
in the upper room, and “these all 
continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with his brethren” 
(Acts 1:14). The outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost in power on the day 
of Pentecost, so wonderful as to 
result in three thousand coming 


mand about: baptism, was the 
climax and, humanly — speaking, 
the result of a ten-days* prayer 
meeting. 

Again in Acts 4:31 we are told, 
“And when they had prayed, the 
place was -shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they 
were all filled ‘with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness.” There is 
something about waiting on God 
that is absolutely essential for 
the soul winner. A Christian can- 
not have the power of God without 
waiting for this enduement from 
on high. And a Christian cannot 
have the heart burden for soul 
winning without waiting on God. 
The Holy Spirit has certain duties 
to perform in the heart of a 
Christian to prepare him for soul 
winning. The Christian must get 
the soul-winning passion. He must 
have the leading of the Spirit as 
to whom he should address and 
where he.should go. The Christian 
needs the boldness, which is divin- 
ely wrought in the heart by the 
Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit must 
give a supernatural power to the 
words of the soul winner. Is it 
not obvious, then, that the soul- 
winner’s concern must be_ born 
in the heart by the blessed Holy 
Spirit’s work? And I have found 
again and again that as I waited 
on God and pleaded for His bless- 
ing, He spoke to my heart and 
made the fire burn brightly within 
my soul. Do you remember how 
the two disciples who, on the. road 
to Emmaus, talked with the un- 
recognized Jesus, later said, “Did 
not our heart burn within us, 
while he talked with us by the 
way” (Luke 24:32)? If you wait 
on God and talk to God in earnest 
prayer while He talks to you 
through the Holy Spirit and 
through His Word, you will find 
your heart burning with a love 
for sinners. 


3. Association With Greatly-Used 
Soul Winners Helps to Grow the 
Soul-Winning Passion 

Remember the disciples learned 
the soul-winning concern from the 
Saviour. He had promised then, 
“Follow me, and I will make you 
fishers of men” (Matt. 4:19). They 
followed Him . and caught His 
vision, His burden, His holy zeal. 
The Apostle Paul seems to have 
gotten much of his burden from 
Stephen, whose testimony stuck 
in his heart until he was saved. 
Timothy and Silas largely learned 
their soul-winning compassion 
from Paul, we suppose, and that 
John Mark got his from Paul and 
Barnabas. Philip and Stephen 
evidently learned their soul win- 
ning and got their soul-winning 
burden in the church of Jerusalem 
where they were simply elected 
deacons to wait on the widows. 


John Wesley kindled a fire in 
the hearts of hundreds of others 
who worked with him. Moody set 
the fires burning~more and more 
in the hearts of R. A. Torrey, J. 
Wilbur Chapman, and in thou- 
sands of others who did personal 
work in the Moody revivals or 
who attended the Northfield Con- 
ferences. Billy Sunday did advance 
work with J. Wilbur Chapman and 
there his burden and vision were 
greatly increased. Dr. L. R. Scar- 


inary touched coals of fire to my 
heart in his classes on Evangelism, 
and Dr. C. E. Matthews, Dr. Hy- 
man Appelman and many others 
who sat ‘at his feet there caught 
his burden and holy zeal. 


That is one of the great works 
of an evangelist. Evangelists are 
not only. soul winners; they light 
the torches of other soul win- 
ners. They stir the revival fires in 
cold hearts. Every evangelist 
worthy of the name sees. dozens, 
or scores, or hundreds of full-time 
Christian workers surrendering to 
God and setting out to win souls 
under his ministry. I advise every 
Christian when possible to visit 
gracious revival campaigns. Go to 
city rescue missions where drunk- 
ards, harlots, convicts, and bums 
are saved. See the blessed work 
go on and learn how sweet it is! 
One who. associates with soul 
winners will get a burden to win 
souls. 


It is-far better to leave the 
large church with Gothic building, 
stained glass windows,  robed 
choirs and formal worship service, 
if necessary, and find some place 
where the gospel is preached to 
sinners with great passion and 
power and where sinners repent 
and come to Christ and claim Him 
openly. If you would have a soul- 
winning passion, then make soul 
winners your companions and your 
teachers. 


4. One Who Seeks the Heavenly 
Burden Must Forsake the Earthly 
One 


Jesus said, “Where your 
treasure is, there will, your heart 
be also’ (Matt. 6:21). Earth 
competes always with Heaven. 
The body competes with the soul, 


One who is too much concerned 
with the affairs of this world will 
not be as concerned as he ought 
to be about poor, dying souls and 
their eternal welfare. 

An associate of D. L. Moody, a 
famous evangelist, won thousands 
of souls, but felt that as age came 
on he must set aside some kind 
of an estate to care for his fam- 
ily. He bought nine hundred acres 


of land and hoped that it would. 


eare for his old age. But in a re- 
vival campaign he felt frustrated 
and hindered in his prayers, and 
limvited and powerless in his 
preaching. As he and his song lead- 
er prayed together much about the 
revival and\counselled as to what 
could be wrong, the song leader 
kindly suggested, “I wonder if a 
diamond can shine as well as it 
ought with nine hundred acres of 
black dirt on it?” That godly 
evangelist felt immediately con- 
victed that he had set his heart 
too much on the things of earth. 
He sold that great farm and gave 
himself wholly to the business of 
keeping sinners out of Hell. 
Jesus told about a sower who 
went forth to sow. Some seed fall- 
ing on the hard ground was car- 
ried away by birds. Other seed 
fell on stony ground, had no root, 
and withered away under the hot 
sun. Still other seed fell among 
thorns and, while it really lived 
and grew, it “brought no fruit to 
perfection” (Luke 8:14). What 
hindered these unfruitful plants? 
Jesus said they represented ,Chris-

“THE: BROTHERHOOD OF MAN’?

In the Baptist and Reflector, Tennessee Baptist paper, 
issue of September 21, 1950, was an article on ‘The Brother- 
hood of Man” by a colored brother, L. A. Alexander. He had 
given an address before the Knoxville Baptist Pastors Con-

“H. M. Fields says, “There is no 
brotherhood of man without the 
Fatherhood of God.’ ”’

“Lyman Abbot said, “The bro- 
therhood of man is an integral 
part of Christianity no less than 
the Fatherhood of God, and to 
deny one is no less infidel than 
to deny the other.’ ”’ 

Further Mr. Alexander says, 
“Before any of us can get into 
the kingdom of God, we must pass 
the Brotherhood test.” 

I have an idea that our breth- 
to be 
kind to colored people, want- 
ed to express brotherly feel- 
ing and so they permitted 
his address, and then, without 
thinking asked it to be published. 
And I imagine that the _ paper, 
afraid of being called anti-Negro, 
published the address, without 
thinking of the implications. But 
the doctrine of that address is 
the doctrine of the Unitarians. It 
is the doctrine of those who say 
that God is the Father of all man- 
kind, and that sinners do not need 
to be born again to be children of 
God. It is the doctrine of those 
that say that a born-again Chris- 
tian is no better in God’s _ sight 
than a lost sinner—that all are 
Christian brothers alike. That is 
utterly contrary to the teaching 
of the Bible. 

The Lord’s Prayer is for born- 
again Christians. No one else but 
a born-again Christian has a right 
to call God “Our Father” and 
when a Christian calls God ‘“Fa- 
ther,” he does not mean that a 
lost sinner is just as near to God 
as a born-again Christian. 

Jesus dealt with Pharisees, pray- 
ing, church-going, liberal-giving 
Pharisees, and said to them in John 
8:44, “Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lusts of your father 
ye will do.” Jesus did not say 
that these Pharisees were children 
of God. No one else has a right to 
say it. There are two kinds of 
people in the world, children of 
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God and children of the Devil. 

In the same chapter, John 8:23, 
we are told, “And he said unto 
them, Ye are from beneath; I am 
from above: ye are of this world; 
I am not of this world.” 


Our Baptist-friends in Tennes- 
see need to stress the plain teach- 
ing of the Lord Jesus’ Christ, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God” 


(John 3:3). 

Catering to a Negro modernist 
is just as bad as catering to a 
white modernist. It is a sin which 
God will judge. 

I do not believe that the editor 
of the Baptist and Reflector is a 
modernist nor that he intends to 
help modernists. I think that possi- 
bly he gave way to pressure on 
this matter. The article by the 
colored brother did not specifically 
deny the miracles of the Bible, the 
need for a new birth, it only in- 
ferred that. It did not avow the 
Unitarian position openly, but it 
takes that position nevertheless. 
So, without meaning to be unkind 
we call attention to the mistake 
of our contemporary paper. In- 
stead of foolish and unscriptural 
talk about “the universal Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood 
of man,” we need to be preaching

tians “which, when they have 
heard, go forth, and are choked 
with cares and riches and 
pleasures of this life, and bring 
no fruit to perfection” (Luke 8: 
14). I do not say that it is wrong 
for some men to be rich. This 
world needs rich men. How mucn 
loss America would have suffered 
without Henry Ford, without 
Walter Chrysler, without the Du- 
ponts, without the Rockefellers. 
They added to the wealth of the 
whole nation. They helped make 
possible our civilization and our 
comforts and prosperity. I do not 
say it is wrong for a man to be 
rich, if God has put him in the 
way of being rich. But it is wrong 
for any man to set his heart upon 
riches. It is wrong for any man 
to be much occupied with money 
and other possessions. The love 
of money is the root of every 
kind of evil, we are told, and 
covetousness is the sin of idolatry. 
A man does not need to be rich, 
nor even prosperous, to be covet- 
ous. The pauper on relief may 
have a covetous heart. The cares 
of this world and the deceitfulness 
of riches choke the Word of God 
in the heart and life of a Chris- 
tian and so the Christian becomes 
unfruitful. 


Even things that are not wrong 
in themselves may need to be 
given up for the sake of Christ 
and soul winning. Peter and An- 
drew left their boats and their 
father to follow Jesus. James and 
John left their nets, Matthew left 
his. job, all to become fishers of 
men. Soul winning demands sac- 
rifice. 

I preached to a group of min- 
isters and there was a holy hush 
from Heaven upon us as I spoke 
on the power of God for soul 
winning. Afterward anoble Pres- 
byterian preacher, graduate of 
Princeton, I believe, said to me 
‘quietly, “I got something settled 
with God. It was golf. I laid it 
on the altar this morning.” I was 
surprised because I did not think 
then and I do not think now that 
golf is necessarily wrong; but he 
explained to me, “I do not mean 
I will never play. golf again. But 
it had gotten to be an idol in 
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my heart. I have gotten to be 
good, so good that every now and 
then I beat professionals at the 
game. It was taking up too large 
an area in my interest and my 
attention. So I laid it on the altar 
and gave it up for God today.” 
A great evangelist and I spoke 
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of football. I had played college 
football and so had he. He had 
been halfback on a championship 
team. He told me, “I will never 
go to a ball game any more. I 
was so crazy about it that it oc- 
cupied too much of my thoughts 
and came between me and my 


burden for sinners and my enjoy-| | 


ment of the Lord. That isn’t much 


to give up for the Lord.” He did} | 


not feel, and I do not feel, that 
all Christians should give up footr- 
ball, or that one should necessar- 
ily give up going to football games. 
He simply felt, taught by the 
Spirit, as thousands of others have 
been taught by the same Spirit, 
that anytning which assumes too 
large proportions in the love and 
attention of a child of God be- 


comes a hindrance and so it ought 


to be curbed and controlled, or 
even slain so as to keep first 
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much more. important than any 
human pleasure or profit 
every Christian must religiously 
guard himself. You can’t’ be 
burdened about everything. If you 
weep as you ought about sinners 
you will not care too much about 
a lot of other things. That is. why 
things that ‘may be all right for 
one Christian may not be all right 
for another, if he is to give him- 
self, with all his soul, 


in themselves, wrong for anybody. 
But anything is wrong if it keeps 
one from soul-winning passion. 

It was for this reason, evidently, 
that Paul never married and wish- 
ed that others might be as he 
was, unencumbered and free to 
think only of Christ and of soul 
winning. A wife is not bad but 
good, and marriage is honorable 
in all. But the soul winner must 
put soul winning before his family, 
before his own comfort, before his 
own health, before his own plea- 
sure. An evangelist knows what 
it is to be a stranger to his own 
children! An -evangelist knows 
what it f§ to leave a lonely wife 
bearing burdens that no young 
wife ought to. have to carry with- 
out a husband. An _ evangelist 
knows what it is to risk every- 
thing dear on earth in order to 
win souls and please the Lord 
Jesus and have a better resurrec- 
tion. For that reason it is that 
Jesus said, “If any man come to 
me, and hate not his father, and 
mother, and wife, and children, 
and brethren, and sisters, yea, and 
his own life also, he cannot be 
my disciple’ (Luke 14:26). 

Do you want the soul-winning 
passion? Then you must give at- 
tention to the Bible instead of the 
newspaper or television. You must 
give attention to the white har- 
vest of souls instead of the profits 
in business. You must have most 
on your heart the pleasing of the 
dear Lord Jesus and winning souls 
to Him instead of the comforts of 
your home and the pleasant com- 
panionship of your family. Every 
soul winner must pay the price 
for soul winning. God will-let the 
fire burn hot in your heart if you 
make plenty of room for the fire 
and give attention to the main 


thing. I pray that all of us may 


lay aside the weights, that we may 
cut off the -distractions, that we 
may give ourselves wholly to the 
main business so God can set the 
fires of revival, the fires of soul- 
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multitude of sins.”—James 5:20. 
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winning passion and compassion 
to burning in our hearts! 


5. A Soul-Winning Passion Grows 
As a Christian Works at Soul 
Winning 

Jesus gave a blessed promise, 
“Follow me, and I will make you 
fishers of men.” How can anyone 
claim to follow Jesus who does 
not work at soul winning, who 
does not earnestly try to get 
people saved? So I believe that 
we have the promise that as you 
do what Jesus would do, do what 
Jesus toid you to do, you may 


expect Him to put the soul-winz).ten- you! Oh, 


ning heartand.the soul-winning 
power within you. 

Again in the Great Commission 
Jesus said that those of us who 
make disciples in all nations and 
baptize them and teach them to 
win souls’ likewise would find, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world” (Matt. 
28:20). I think we should have 
prayer times in the secret closet. 
Sometimes we should wait long 
on God in prayer. But I do not 
believe anyone should delay and 
neglect soul-winning effort, await- 
ing to know more of God and His 
power. If you have only a small 
boat, I beg you do what you can 
to save souls from the Dunkirk 
where they are in imminent dan- 
ger of eternal ruin. Do not wait 
until you can take a large steam- 
er. If you can’t save many, save 
a few. If you cannot save two, 
then save one! Do what you can. 
And as you go to weep over sin- 
ners and warn sinners, you will 
find that God gives more of the 
holy fire. 

If you do not feel like soul-win- 
ning, do it anyhow and God will 
take care of the feeling! If you 
doubt whether He is with you, 
yet do what He commanded you 
to do and trust Him to do His 


part. I believe that through these 
long years one reason God has 
helped me to keep a burden for 
sinners in the midst of a thousand 
heavy duties in the editor’s chair 
and in administration, and in writ- 
ing, is that I have consistently 
maintained the practice of person- 
al soul winning and of evangel- 
istic preaching. Soul winning keeps 
the heart warm. If you pull one 
big fish out of the water, it will 
make you a fishing fan. If you 
make one two-hundred yard drive 
in golf, you may be a dub for 
many years, but the bug has bit- 
the heart moving 
and stirring that-soul winning 
brings a Christian! 

In the Pacific Garden Mission, 
Chicago, in the spring of 1921 [f 
Jed a drunken bum to Jesus Christ. 
I saw his tears and my tears 
flowed as freely as his. I heard 
his pleading with God. He admit- 
ted that he was a drunkard, a 
Slave to drink. He admitted that 
there was nowhere else to turn. 
He admitted that he could net 
save himself. But God saved him, 
wonderfully. And suddenly I found 
that I was not interested any more 
in being a college teacher! How 
foolish it seemed that anybody 
should work for wages when he 
could work for the eternal reap- 
ing of souls in the white harvest 
fields of the world! 


So if you want the soul-winning 
passion, then meditate in the great 
gospel truths of the Word of God, 
wait on God in secret prayer. As- 
sociate with soul winners and 
catch their passion and vision, 
break away from competing in- 
terests that drown out the cail 
of God for soul winners and the 
burden for sinners. But begin 
working at it today! God will stir 
the fires in your heart if you 


work at soul winning.

As we_ stand looking 
through the télescope of St. John, 
we see a blaze of: amethyst and 
pearl and emerald and sardonyx 
and chrysoprase and sapphire, a 
mountain of light, a cataract of 
color, a sea of glass, and a city 
like the sun. 


John bids us look again, and we 
see thrones, thrones of the proph- 
ets, thrones of the patriarchs, 
thrones of the angels, thrones of 
the apostles, thrones of the mar-’ 
tyrs, throne of Jesus—throne of 
God. And we turn around to see 
the glory, and it is thrones! 
thrones! thrones! 

Skim from the summer waters 
the brightest sparkles, and you 
will get no idea of the sheen of 
the everlasting sea.

Editor Explains Change. in 
Teaching About Signs of 
Christ’s Coming 

“Dear Brother Harrison: 

“Thank you for your letter. Yes, 
in my book, World-Wide War and 
the Bible, now out of print, and 
in two or three other books writ- 
ten some long time ago, I men- 
tioned briefly what I thought were 
some signs of Christ’s soon com- 
ing. Yet I stated very plainly that 
no one can know the day nor the 
hour of Christ’s coming, nor even 
the generation. 


“However, in recent years I have 
had to study that matter afresh. 
For one thing, although I had been 
talking about the same signs twen- 
ty years ago,Jesus hasnot yet 
come. For another thing, Dr. H. A. 
Ironside, in one of his lectures or 
books, brought to my attention 
that the most we could say about 
any of the so-called signs of 
Christ’s coming was that they 
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were only possible indications and 
no definite evidence as to when 
Christ would come. Then in recent 
years  ultradispensational Bible 
teachers have begun more and 
more to talk about the signs of 
Christ’s coming and they think 
the so-called “signs” indicate that 
Christ must come within a_ very 
few years at the most. This led me 
to re-examine the whole question. 
And I find that the only definite 
signs which the Bible promises are 
signs that will appear. after the 
rapture of the saints, during the 
Great Tribulation time, and that 
there are now no signs by which 
anybody can tell even approxi- 
mately when Jesus will come.” 


The Only Signs of Christ’s 
Coming Will be in Great 
Tribulation. 


“For example, take the passage 
in Matthew 24:29-31. That Scrip- 


ture says: ‘Immediately after the 


tribulation of those days shall the 


sun be darkened, and the moon 


shall not give her light, and the 


stars shall fall from heaven, and 


the powers of the heavens shall be 


shaken: And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: 


and then shall all the tribes of the 


earth morn, and they shall see the 
Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great 


glory. And he shall send his angels 


with a great sound of a trumpet, 


and they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from 


one end of heaven to the other.’ 


“Note carefully that there will 


‘appear the sign of the Son of 
man in heaven.’ But according to 
verse 29, that is ‘immediately af- 


ter the tribulation of those days.’ 
That will be after the rapture, and 
so that Scripture does not apply 
today, and the signs mentioned 
will not appear while we who are 
saved are here on the earth, before 
the rapture. 

“In verse 33 below that, the 
Scripture says, ‘So likewise ye, 
when. ye shall see all these things,

Such an excuse has often been 
given. Let me ask, Is this your ex- 
cuse? Do you really: mean that 
you have never done any harm? 
Have you never sinned in thought, 
word, or deed? Have you never

or attempted to mislead any one? 
Have you loved God with all your 
heart, soul, strength, and mind? 
Have you loved your neighbour as 


you have loved yourself? “Oh, no,” 


you reply, “no one has done so.” 
Never mind others just now. You 
admit that you have sinned. If 
one were found guilty of breaking 
the laws of his country, who 
would believe that he had done no 
harm? There is no use in conceal- 
ing the fact that you have not 
been what you ought to have been; 
you have not done ‘what you 
should have done: in other words, 
you are a sinner, and the Word of 
God declares, “The soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die” (Ezek. 18:4); 
“The wages of sin is death” (Rom. 
6:23). Take your place as lost 
and ruined in God’s sight, and give 
up all attempts to excuse, or cover 
up your sins. They cannot be hid 
from God. 


“Pll Turn Over a New Leaf’”’ 


It is all very well to say you 
will “turn over a new leaf.” But 
let me ask, “What about the past 
black leaves of guilt?” The school- 
boy, after spilling the ink on the 
page of his copybook, turns over 
a new leaf, resolving that in fu- 
ture he will be more careful; but 
“turning over a new leaf’ does 
not remove the blotted one, and 
soon the teacher’s eye detects the 


blots and he punishes him ‘for his 
carelessness. 


It may be at one time you were 


addicted to drinking, swearing, ly- 
ing, or other bad habits; but of 
late you have “turned over a new 
leaf,” and are become what the 
world calls a “reformed person.” 
That is right and proper, but don’t 
forget that future good conduct 
can never blot out past disobe- 
dience. 


A merchant finds that he is in 


difficulties. He takes his cashbook 
‘|}and begins a “‘new leaf,” forget- 
ting that there is a ‘“‘carried over” 
and a “brought forward” column. 
New figures on the “new leaf” 
won’t pay the old debts. Every 


know that it is near, even at the 
doors.’ That verse may have had 
some little indication of the com- 
ing destruction of Jerusalem, 
which Christians then living would 
see and which was a type of the 
Great Tribulation. But it certainly 
has no immediate reference to us, 
for we who are saved will be 
caught up in the air with the Lord 
before the Great Tribulation, and 
we will not see these signs. 


“Another Scripture which speaks 
of signs is in Luke 21:25. And 
verse 28 says, ‘And when these 
things begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption draweth 
nigh.’ I once thought, without 
enough study, that this meant that 
we would see things that would 
let us know when the Lord’s re- 
turn drew near. But then I saw 
that verse 27, just preceding what 
I have quoted, says, ‘And then 
shall they see the Son of.man 
coming in a cloud with power and 
great glory.’ This obviously re- 
fers to the second phase of Christ’s 
coming, when He shall return visi- 
bly to the earth to set up His 
kingdom. And that is after the 
Great Tribulation time, and so it 
does not refer to the rapture. 

“Again let me say that there 
are no signs which will occur be- 
fore the rapture by which anybody 
may know when the coming of the 
Lord will be.” 


Jesus May Come At Any Time 
“Nothing is clearer in the New 


page of. our life account is headed 
with a “brought forward.” Re- 
member that “turning over a new 
leaf” won’t do for you. The Sav- 
iour’s declaration is, “Ye must be 
born again” (John 3:3-7). You 
must become a “new creature” in 
Christ Jesus. 


“God Is Merciful” 


Satan goes about with his bun- 
dle of lies, giving them to one and 
another. To one he says, “God is 
too merciful to punish sinners”; 
and if this is not believed he tries 
another, “If God does punish the 
Sinner in Hell, the punishment 
won’t be eternal.” 


It is a blessed truth that “God 
is merciful’; but He is also holy 
and just, and never can be merci- 
ful at the expense of His justice. 
All His attributes are equally bal- 
anced, and cannot conflict with 
each other. He who is longsuffer- 
ing and slow to anger “will by no 
means clear the guilty.” Yon 
culprit who is being taken to pri- 
son by the policeman has learned 
that the judge could not dispense 
justice and allow the lawbreaker 
to go unpunished. 

God’s pardoning mercy flows 
only through one channel, and 
that is the atonement of Christ; 
and all who refuse to accept of 
life through His death must for 
ever “dwell with the devouring 
fire.” “The wicked shall be turned 
into Hell and all the nations that 
FORGET God” (Psa. 9:17). “He that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him” (John 3:36). 


“Tf a Man Does the Best He Can, 
He Will Be Saved” 

Have you done the best you 

could? Have you not, again and 

again, done what you ought not 
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Testament than the teaching 
that Jesus may return at any mo~ 
ment. He said to the disciples, 
‘And what I say unto you I say 
unto all, Watch’ (Mark 13:37). 
In the same chapter, in verse 33, 
Jesus says, “Take ye heed watch 
and pray: for ye know not when 
the time is.’ That is, the disciples 
themselves were to watch, expect- 
ing Christ’s return during His life 
time. Paul expected Christ’s return 
in his lifetime and said, ‘... 
we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord sha!] 
not prevent them which are 3- 
Sleep’ (I Thess. 4:15). So Paul 
obeyed the Lord Jesus and expect- 
ed Him to come during his life- 
time. And that means Jesus coulda 
have come before World War TJ, 
before World War II, before tha 
establishment of the little nation 
Israel in Palestine, before any 
signs that people rely on could 
possibly happen. Therefore, if Je- 
sus might have come before any 
of these things occurred, then none 
of them are really signs of Christ’s 
coming. In fact, there are no signs 
by which anybody in the world can 
tell when Jesus will come. 


“Not only can no one tell ‘the 


| day nor the hour,’ but in Acts 


1:7 Jesus said, ‘It is not for 
you to know the times or the sea- 
sons, which the Father hath put in 
his own power.’ Not the years, 
nor the generations even, can ba 
told in which Jesus will come. No 
one knows. 

“So, with further study, I have 
been compelled to take the posi- 
tion that there are no signs by 
which anybody can tell when Je- 
sus will come. We do not know 
whether He will come this year, 
or in one hundred years, or a 
thousand years. He may come this 
very day. Every Christian should 
expect Him. But no one should 
presume that he knows when He 
will come. 

“Again let me-say that wa 
‘should look for Jesus’ coming be- 
cause He told us to watch for His 
coming, not because of something: 

In Jesus’ dear name, yours,

to have done, and omitted to do 
what you should have done? “E£ 
don’t pretend to be perfect.” As- 
suredly not, but remember that 
this admission removes every pos- 
sible hope of your being saved by 
your doings. One sin is sufficient 
to condemn you, and you know 
that you have committed thou- 
sands. What, then, is the use cf 
Such suppositions as, “If a man 
does the best he can?” when God 
has declared that none has ever 
done so. “All we, like sheep, have 
gone astray” (Isa. 53:6); “They 
are al] gone aside, they are all to- 
gether become filthy: there is 
none that doeth good, no, not one” 
(Psa. 14:3). 

Unsaved reader, the “best” that 
you can do is to admit that you 
are ruined, helpless, and undone. 
If from this day until the day of 
your death you did not commit a 
single sin, you could not be saved 
on that ground, for sinners are 
not saved through what they do, 
but by virtue of what Christ has 
done for them. “To him that work- 
eth not, but believeth on him that 
justifieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness” (Rom. 
4:5). Cease working for salvation 
and accept God’s free gift through 
believing on Christ. 


“You Don’t Believe in Good 
Works” 


Some, on being shown that sal- 
vation is all of grace, and “not of 
works,” reply, “You don’t believe 
in good works.” This is a great 
mistake. What the Word of God 
shows us is that an unconverted 
man cannot do a good work, as a 
“good work” must spring from a 
right motive, and that must be 
love to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

The moment a person is saved, 
that very moment everything he 
does ought to be done to the glory 


ie of God. No sooner do we read of 


the jailer’s conversion than we see - 
him proving his faith by his 
works. “He took them the same 
hour of the night and washed 


Hi their stripes” (Acts 16:33). Next 
aPwe find him seeking to show his 
i|\love by obedience to Him who had 


said, “He that hath my command- 


iiments, and keepeth them, he it is 


that loveth me” (John 14:21). 


God’s Word makes it absolutely

“It Is So Difficult to Be 
a Christian 


Do you mean that it is difficult 
to become a Christian? If so, you 
are completely mistaken. “I have 
again and again tried to become 
one, and have failed.’ You have 
not taken God’s way of salvation, 
or you would now be rejoicing in 
the knowledge of sins forgiven. 
Cease trying to be saved by your 
efforts; Christ has finished the 
mighty. work of atonement, and 
justice is satisfied. There is noth- 
ing meritorious to do, and all that 
is required of you is to “believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ” and be 
saved for eternity. 


“T meant that it was difficult 
to live the life of a Christian.” 
Granted at once. Let me, however, 
ask, whether is it easier to serve 
Satan or Christ? Which is the bet- 
ter master? Who gives the best 
wages? In himself the Christian 
is weak and helpless; but He who 
saves has promised to keep him, 
and has declared, “I will never 
leave thee nor forsake thee.” It 
is far easier to serve the Lord 
Jesus than Satan. In serving Sa- 
tan, you have to turn your back 
on your best friend, despise or 
neglect His great salvation, resist 
His Holy Spirit, trample under 
your feet the Son of God's love, 
and rush headlong to eternal ruin. 
Why perish for ever, when you can 
be saved Now? (2 Cor. 6: 2, 3) 


“I Cannot Give Up the Pleasures 
of the World” 


You are not asked to “give up” 
anything until you are saved. Sal- 
vation, it is true, includes deliver- 
ance from the thralldom and do- 
minion of sin, as well as from its 
penalty. God does not, however, 
say to the unsaved, “Give up the 
pleasures and amusements of the 
world, AND I will bestow on you 
pardon and peace.” His way is: 
Receive Christ now into your heart 
by faith, and you will be saved 
from the power as well as the 
doom of sin. 


A lady in conversation with a 
Christian said, “God won’t save 
me now.” “Why?” “I have made 
up my mind to go to a ball on 
Tuesday evening, and He won't 
save me until I am willing to give 
it up.” She was shown that “now” 
was God’s time, and that He was 
beseeching her to accept of a free 
and present pardon—as she was 
and where she was. The Word was 
blessed to her soul, and she ‘had 
no desire to attend the ball on 
the Tuesday, as she now had some- 
thing. better. 

Now, as you read these lines, 
“receive” Christ by simple faith, 
and you will gladly “give up” 
whatever displeases Him. 


“I Don’t Wish to Be Gloomy” 


Many people imagine that a 
Christian is one who goes through 
life hanging his head, heaving 
Sighs, drawing a long face, and 
looking very sanctimonious. This 
is one of the biggest, and, we fear, 
one of the most widely believed 
lies of the arch enemy of man. 

Real, lasting happiness is the 
portion of every believer. 
“Gloomy!” What is there in the 
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gospel calculated to make one 
gloomy”? Does it make one 
“sloomy” to know that all his sins 
are forgiven? Will it make one 
“sloomy” to be assured that he 
is going to spend eternity with the 
Lord Jesus in glory? Will the con- 
demned criminal who has been 
pardoned by his sovereign feel 
sad? 

“Tis Jesus only that can give. 
Sweetest pleasure while we live; 
Tis Jesus only can supply 

Solid comfort should we die.” 
The only -one who has a right to 
be happy is the Christian—he and 
he alone being delivered from the 
bondage of sin, death, and judg- 
ment. Well might the psalmist 
say, “Happy is that people whose 
God is the Lord” (Psa. 144:15); 
“In thy presence is fulness of 
joy; at thy right hand there are 
pleasures for evermore” (Psa. 16: 
11). 


“So Many Hypocrites” 


And is this your excuse for not 
accepting the invitation to the 
gospel feast? If so, it is a very 
poor one. You know some who 
say that they are Christians, but 
their conduct proves that they 
are hypocrites. Though religious 
professors do things which you and 
others would not stoop to, you are 
inclined to say of all who profess 
to be Christians, ‘““Niee lot! A pack 
of hypocrites®’ This surely would 
be very unfair reasoning. Hyp- 
ocrites are persons who profess to 
be what they know they are not. 
Those to whom you refer, profess 
to be, but are not Christians. Are 
we to conclude because of this that 
all professing Christians are hypo- 
crites? This would be as foolish as 
to say. that all clerks are thieves 
because several have been convict- 
ed of stealing. 

The fact that some pretend to 
be Christians who are not, proves 
that Christianity must be good, 
as men don’t counterfeit that 
which is worthless. Suppose, how- 
ever, that some real Christians 
are inconsistent, will that justify 
you in not being one? Peter surely 
could not have been justified in 
denying the Lord because Judas 
was a hypocrite. 


“So Many Different Opinions” 


“I really don’t know what to 
do. There are so many opinions 
that I am quite perplexed to know 
what to believe.” If that is so, let 
me strongly impress upon you the 
importance of being guided en- 
tirely by the Word of God. There 
is only one way of salvation, and 
it is very clearly unfolded in the 
Bible. 


A lady dying of consumption 
was anxious about her soul. She 
had asked many persons their 
“views” of salvation, and had re- 
ceived different replies. One told 
her to “pray,” another to ‘work,’ 
and so on. A Christian visited her, 
and the anxious inquirer earnestly 
asked, “What are your ‘views’ of 
salvation?” “I have no views,” 
was the reply. The lady was 
amazed, “You seem astonished,” 
said the visitor, ‘‘but supposing I 
had, what good would they do, 
seeing they would be but the 
views of a fellow mortal? I can, 
however, give you something bet- 
ter. I can give you GOD’S VIEWS.” 
The result of the conversation was 
that the lady shortly afterwards 
found peace to her soul by learn- 
ing that the question, ‘What must 
I do to be saved?” was answered 
thus: “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved” 
(Acts 16:30,31). 


“It Does Not Matter What One 
Believes if He Is Sincere” 


This is what many of the “mock 
charity school” say; but let us see 
if it is true. A man feeling unwell 
went to the cupboard, took by mis- 
take a bottle of poison, drank 
some of the contents, and died in 
great agony an hour afterwards. 
Did his sincerity of belief save 
his life? The driver of a passenger 
train sincerely believed that the 
line was clear, but -he was mis- 
taken, and ran past the signal 
fat full ‘speed. The result was a 
dreadful collision, precious lives 
were lost, and numbers were ser- 
iously injured. 


A man’s salvation or damna- 
j}tion depends on his belief. If he 
believes the lie of Satan, he will 
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nally saved. “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end thereof are the ways of death” 
(Prov. 14:12). Sincerity of belief 
in that way ends in everlasting 
destruction. God plainly declares 
“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life’ (John 3: 
36); “ALL THAT BELIEVE are justi- 
fied from all things” (Acts 13: 
39). “He that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the 
wrath of God abideth on him” 
(John 3:36). 


“A Living Saviour for You” 


If you are not yet saved, even 
now you are a condemned sinner 
hurrying to an eternity of misery 
with the wrath of the Almighty 
resting upon you. ‘He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned ‘already”’ 
(John 3:18). It matters not what 
you are, high or low, rich or poor, 
educated or illiterate, religious or 
immoral—unless you are “born 
again,” unless you become a new 
creature in Christ Jesus, you can- 
not see the kingdom of God. “Ye 
must be born ‘again” (John 3:7) is 
the definite statement of Scrip- 
ture. 


If, however, you have been led 
to see your peril and are asking 
the question, “Is there salvation 
for me?” I can assure you, on 
the authority of God who cannot 
lie, that you may be saved as you 
read these lines; for He has said, 
“Come; for all things are now 
ready” (Luke 14:17); “Now is 
the accepted time; behold now: is 
the day of salvation” (2 Cor. 6:2); 
“Look unto me, and be ye Saved, 
all the ends of the earth; for I 
am God and there is none else” 
(Isa. 45:22). 


“God loved the world - sinners 
lost 
And ruined by the fall; 
Salvation full at highest cost 
He offers free to all.” 


“Do You Know That You Are 
Lost?” 


The Philippian jailer knew that 
he was lost, else he would not 
have asked the all-important ques- 
tion: “What must I do to be 
saved?” (Acts 16:30). 


Have you ever really seen your- 
self to be a lost sinner? Do you 
say, “Of course we are al] sin- 
ners’? That is very true; but 
some are sinners saved by grace, 
journeying to Heaven, whilst 
others are lost sinners, hastening 
as fast as time can carry them 
to unending misery. 


The great question is, Are you 
saved or lost? Face the question 
fairly. Were you called to meet 
God at this moment, are you pre- 
pared? “Thou art of purer eyes 
than to behold evil, and canst not 
look on iniquity’ (Hab. 1:13). 
“Righteousness and judgment are 
the habitation of his throne” (Psa. 
97:2). If unsaved, unconverted, un- 
forgiven, ponder the Word of the 
living God: “The soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die” (Ezek. 18:4); 
“The wicked shall be turned into 
Hell, and all the nations that 
forget God” (Psa. 9:17). If you 
know that you are lost, there is 
one both able and willing to save 
you. His mission to this world 
was to “seek and to save that which 
was lost” (Luke 19:10). Take the 
lost sinner’s place, claim the lost 
sinner’s Saviour, and _ salvation 
will be yours. 


“The Ground of Salvation” 
“God is holy and just; and though 
merciful and gracious, will by no 
means clear the guilty” (Exod. 


eternally perish; but if he believes 
the truth of God, he will be eter- 


“The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die” (Ezek. 18:4); “The wages of 
sin is death’ (Rom. 6:23). How, 
then, can anyone be saved, for “all 
have sinned,” and all deserve sin’s 
wages. 


The Scripture has. declared, 
“Without shedding of blood is no 
remission” (Heb. 9:22). Sin must 
be atoned for! Must all-eternally 
perish? Is there no _ possibility 
of escape? A voice is heard from 
the throne of God, “Deliver him 
from going down to the pit” (Job 
33:24). Justice asks, “On what 
ground?” “I have found a ran- 
som.” What was~-the ransom pro- 
vided by God for the redemption 
of sinners? “Jesus gave himself 
a ransom for all’ (1 Tim. 2:6). 
The ransom price has been paid 
and accepted. Justice is satisfied, 
not with what you have done, but 
with what Christ did for you. On 
the ground of His finished work 
God invites, and beseeches you to 
accept a free, full, present. and 
perfect salvation. “As though God 
did beseech you by us: we pray 
you in Christ’s stead, be ye recon- 
Ciled to God” (2 Cor. 5:20). 


“How to Be Saved” 


It is a wonder that any are un- 
saved when God has shown so 
clearly and fully in His Word how 
salvation is to be obtained. 


Numbers, instead of being guid- 
ed by what God’s Book says, go by 


they are ignorant of the way of 
salvation. 


If you wish to be saved, hear 
what God says to you in the fol- 
lowing Scriptures: “For God so 
loved the world, that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’ (John 
3:16). “All that believe are justi- 
fied from all things” (Acts 13:39). 
“Whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins’ (Acts 
10:43). “He that believeth on him 
is. not condemned” (John 3:18). 
The first-born in the blood- 
sprinkled house in Egypt was pre- 
served from the destroying angel 
because God had said, ‘‘When I 
see the blood, I will pass over you” 
(Exod. 12:13). Salvation can only 
be had by faith in Christ. 


“Salvation without money, salva- 
tion without price, 

Salvation without labour, believ- 
ing doth suffice; 

Salvation now this moment, then 
why, oh! why delay? 

You may not see tomorrow; now 
is salvation’s day.” 


“Far Too Easy a Way” 


Many are stumbled at the sim- 
plicity of the gospel. When it is 
presented to them in all its full- 
ness and freeness, they declare 
that believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ is “far too easy” a way, 
and refuse to accept it. 

Thank God, it is an “easy” way 
of being saved. Well might the 
poet Cowper sing: 

“Oh! how unlike the complex 
works of man, 

Heaven’s EASY, artless wnencum- 
bered plan.” 


Though an “easy” way, it is not 
“too easy,” since it is obtained 
through believing in another by 
whom the difficult work has all 
been done—the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It was not “easy” for Him to be 
mocked and insulted by men. It 
was not “easy” for Him to be 


what Mr. So-and-so thinks; thus’ 


scourged, spat upon, | 
fied. It was not ‘‘easy” in the mo- 
ment of His humiliation and agony 
to be forsaken by God. It was not 
“easy” for Him to be “wounded | 
for our transgressions and bruised 
for our iniquities’” (Isa, 53:5). 
Though an easy way, it is God’s 
only way of saving sinners, and 
if you are not saved in that way, 
you will never be saved at all. “To 
him that worketh not, but believ- 
eth on him that justifieth the un- 
godly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness” (Rom. 4:5). 


“J Always Believed on Jesus, and 
Yet I Cannot Say That I 
Am Sav 


Depend upon it, if this is what 
you say, or think, you are com- 
pletely mistaken. No one has al- 
ways believed on Jesus. You may 
have believed a great deal about 
the Lord Jesus, but you have never 
really believed in Him,.You have 
never received His glorious gospel 
or you would be saved. What 


‘about the Lord Jesus do you be- 


lieve? “I believe that He died on 
Calvary for sinners.” Believing 
that won’t do you any good. Do 
you believe that He bled, and suf- 
fered, and died on account of your 
sins? If you did, you would see 
that there was no reason why you 
should be afraid of meeting God. If 
you did, you would know from the 
Word that you have eternal life, 
and would not come into judgment 
on account of your sins. No one 
ean believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ without being saved, for He 
has declared: “Whosoever believ- 
eth in him shall receive remission 
of sins’ (Acts 10:43); “All that 
believe are justified from all 
things” (Acts 13:39); ‘He that 
believeth on me hath everlasting 
life’ (John 6:47). Therefore, if 
you really believe on the. Lord 
Jesus Christ, God says that you 
ARE saved. 


“I Don’t Believe in the Right 
Way” 


If you are not already saved, 
you don’t believe on Christ in any 
way. Scripture does not recognize 
twa, ways of believing—a “right” 
and a “wrong” one. Men may 
speak about a “living faith” and 
a “dead faith,” a “saving faith” 
and an “intellectual faith,” but 
Scripture speaks of believing what 
God says. Faith in man and faith 
in God are the same exercises of 
mind; the difference is not in the 
faith, but in the person on whom 
the faith terminates. Those who 
are lost perish through believing 
the Devil’s lie, and those who are 
saved are delievered through be- 
lieving God’s truth. “The devils 
believe and tremble,” because they 
are doomed to eternal despair; and 
the saints believe and rejoice with 
joy unspeakable, because they are 
destined to spend eternity in hap- 
piest fellowship with the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Paul did not say to the jailer, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
with the right kind of believing, 
and thou shalt be saved.” If he 
had, the jailer, in his ignorance, 
would not have understood him. 
Paul said to him, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ” (Acts 16:31). 
Do the same “and thou shalt be 
saved.” Don’t think about your 
believing, but about Christ, the 
object of faith.

“Must We Not Work Out Our 
Own Salvation?” 


‘Such a question is often asked 
by the anxious as well as by care- 
less sinners. Sometimes it is put 
in this form: “Does it not say in 
the Bible that we are to work out 
our own Salvation? How,y then, 
can you reconcile that with the 
statement that we have only to 
believe in order to be saved?” 
When you ask, “Does it not say 
we are to work out our own sal- 
vation?,’”’ whom do you mean? Do 
you mean every person—saved and 
unsaved? If so, you have only 
to look at the epistle and see to 
whom it is addressed. Philippians 
¥:1: “To all the saints in Christ 
Jesus at Philippi, with the bishops 
and deacons.” They were already 
saved. They did not hope to be, 
they knew they were saved. “My 
beloved,” says Paul, “. work 
out your own Salvation” (Phil. 
2:12, 13). They were already in 
possession of it. “Your own” im- 
plies possession. They were to 
“work out” what God had wrought 
in. This passage certainly has no 
reference to the wnsaved. The un- 
saved tare “dead in trespasses and 
sins,” and therefore cannot work 
out their salvation. Besides, Scrip- 
ture declares: “By grace are ye 
saved, . not of works, lest any 
man should boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 


“Must I Not Pray to Be Saved?’ 


Scripture nowhere states that 
salvation is to be“had by prayer; 
it speaks of sinners being. saved 
only in one way—through simple 
faith in the finished work of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Did the Lord 
Jesus tell Nicodemus to “pray and 
be saved’? No. “Whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish” 
(John 3:15). Did Paul, in an- 
swer to the question, “What must 
I do to be saved?” reply, “Pray 
earnestly for forgiveness and you 
will get it’? No, it was, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31). You 
do not need to pray to God for 
salvation; He is at this moment 
bheseeching you to take it (II Cor. 
5:20). Besides, Scripture says: 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please him” (Heb. 11:6), and an 
unconverted man has not faith in 
Christ. Faithless prayers are un- 
acceptable to God. Why not put 
your name in the “whosoever” of 
John 3:16, and obtain the bless- 
ings mentioned in the Scriptures? 

Instead of continuing to pray 
for salvation, even now as you 
read these lines, stretch out the 
empty hand of faith and take it 
as a gift from the pierced ‘hand 
of the Lord Jesus. ‘The gift of 
God iis eternal life’ (Rom. 6:23). 
“Whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). 
This gift of God is for you. Will 
you take it now? 


“If I Do My Part, God Will 
Do His” 

A Christian in the East of Eng- 
land used to say it took him forty- 
two years to learn three things: 
(1) That he could do nothing -to 
Save himself; (2) that God did not 
require him to do anything; and 
(3) that Christ did it all. 

If you learn these three lessons, 
you will never talk about your 
doings. Your “part” is to admit 
that youvare lost and helpless, un- 
able to do anything to save your- 
self. Your “part” is to cease think- 
ing of being saved by anything 
you can do or feel. Your “part” 
is to believe that Jesus did every- 
thing that was necessary—that He 
finished the work of atonement 
and paid the ransom price with 
His precious blood. As soon as you 
cease trying to be saved by your 
doings, and believe on the Lord 
Jesus, who did it all and paid it 
all, you become a son of God, an 
heir of glory, and a joint heir with 
Jesus Christ. “To him that work- 
eth not, but believeth on Him that 


justifieth the ungodly, his faith 
is counted for righteousness’ 
(Rom. 4:5). 


“Tt is finished, yes, indeed, 

Finished every jot; 

Sinner, this is all you need; 

Tell me, is it not?” 

If God is satisfied with Christ’s 
finished work, surely you ought to 
be satisfied with that which satis- 
fies Him. 


“7 Am Too Great a Sinner” 


Some who say this really sup- 
pose they are too wicked to be 


forgiven; but in many cases it is 
only said in mock humility as an 
excuse for continuance in sin. 
There can be no doubt that you 
are a great.sinner, and far worse 
than you imagine. “You have no 
idea how wicked I am.” I don’t 
know, and what is more, I don’t 
wish to know; but this I am cer- 
tain of, that God knows all about 
you. Since you were an uncon- 
scious babe on your mother’s 
breast, He has watched over you, 
and loved you with more than a 
mother’s fond and tender love. In 
spite of your sin and folly, He 
Stands with outstretched arms 
ready to receive you. The prodi- 
gal son was received by his father 
in his rags and wretchedness, mis- 
ery and poverty, and God is willing 
to save you now. Take the lost 
sinner’s place and claim the lost 
Sinner’s Saviour. “Him that com- 
eth to me I will in no wise cast 
out” (John 6:37). Though a “great 
Sinner,” you are not beyond the 
reach of His pardoning mercy, and 
even now you may receive the 
full and free forgiveness of all 
your sins by simply believing on 
Him who died for you (John 6:47). 
“The Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost” 
(Luke 19:10). 


“No One Can Be Certain of That” 


Paul’s reply to the most im- 
portant of all questions was very 
distinct: “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” He did not say, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and you 
will have a good chance of being 
saved;” but, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thow shalt be 
saved” (Acts 16:31). How won- 
drously simple! 

Numbers declare it is “great 
presumption” in any one to “go 
the length” of saying he knows 
that he is saved. They affirm that 
‘no one can be certain,” and that 
all we can do is to have a “humble 
hope.” How different this from 
the teaching of the Lord Jesus 
Christ and His apostles! Paul says, 
‘We are always confident” (II Cor. 
2:6). The Apostle John says, “I 
write unto you, little children, be- 
cause your sins are forgiven you 
for his name’s sake” (1 John 
2:12). “We know that we have 
passed from death unto life’ (1 
John 3:14). Every one who be- 
lieves on the Lord Jesus is bownd 
to believe that he is saved. It 
would indeed be “great presump- 
tion” in any one to doubt the word 
of the living God. “He that be- 
lieveth not God hath made Him 
a liar’ (1 John 5: 10, 11), but he 
who believes Him has the divine 
and unfailing promise: ‘Thou 
shalt be saved.” 


“Can a Man Be Saved at Once?” 


The same hour of the night that 
the jailer asked, ‘‘What must I do 
to be saved?’’ witnessed his con- 
version and baptism, and it is like- 
wise added, he “rejoiced, believing 
in God, with all his house.” In one 
short hour the whole thhousehold 
believed, were saved, were bap- 
tized, and were rejoicing in Sal- 
vation. 

It is of no use saying that ‘ 
one can besaved at once,” for 
Seripture clearly shows that those 
mentioned in the New Testament 
as soon as they believed were 
saved. Some have supposed that 
conversion is a gradual process, 
requiring much time and earnest 
prayer. How long does it take you 
to believe what your father says? 
A moment of time is sufficient. 

Another figure is employed— 
“looking.” “Look unto me, and 
be ye saved” (Isa. 45:22). How 
long did it take a bitten Israelite 
to be cured? The one moment he 
was dying; the next, by simply 
looking at the brazen serpent, he 
was completely healed (Num. 21: 
9; John 3:14, 15). 

The very moment you believe in, 
or look’ to Jesus, as the one who 
bled and suffered for you, you are 
pardoned and saved. 

“There is life in a look at the 
Crucified One, 
There is life at this moment 
for thee. 
Then look, sinner, look unto Him 
and be saved— 

Unto Him who was nailed to 

the tree.” 


“I Have Not Repented Enough” 


What do you mean? “I am not 
sorry enough for my sins.” And 
if you were very sorry, would God | 


be more willing to save you than 
He is now? “I think so.” Then 
you are completely mistaken. 
“But does it not say unless we 
repent we shall perish?” Yes: 
but what do you think is the 
meaning of “repentance” in Scrip- 
ture? “Sorrow for sin.’’ Here you 
are wrong. It does not mean sor- 
row for sin; it means a change 
of mind (see Matt. 21:29). This 
change will doubtless produce sor- 
row; but sorrow and repentance 


are two very different things (see 


Heb. 12:17, margin; II Cor. 7:9). 
When God calls on you to “repent, 
and believe the gospel,” He wishes 
you to lay aside your wrong 
thoughts, and believe the glad 
tidings that He proclaims to you. 
Formerly you may have imagined 
that you were required to feel 
very sorry before being. saved. 
Change your mind. You may have 
supposed that you must first “feel”’ 
some great change, and then you 
would know you were saved. 
Change your mind. First believe 


in God's great love to you, as re- 
vealed in His gospel, and you will 
know that you have eternal life 
(John 5:24). 


“T Cannot Love God” 


A lady became anxious about 
her soul. She earnestly sought to 
“love God” in order to obtain the 
forgiveness of her sins, but her 
heart seemed to get harder and 
harder. Meetings were being held 
in the district, and one evening

the preacher said: “Some imagine 
that God requires people to love 
Him in order to be saved. They 
begin to examine their hearts, and 
they cannot find one particle of 
love in them to God.” “If,” said ‘he, 
“we were not to be saved till we 
loved Him, we would never be 
saved at all; but the blessed truth 
ts. He loves us.” “Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us, and sent His Son to 
be the propitiation for our sins” 
{I John 4:10). The moment she 
eaw that God so loved her as to 
give Christ to die for all her crim- 
son sins, peace and joy filled ‘her 
weart, and she could not help lov- 
tng Him for all He had done for 
her. “He that loveth not knoweth 
not God, for God is love” (1 John 
4:8). 

Have you been trying to love 
God in order to be saved? If so, 
give it up. It is true you ought 
to love God, but so long as you 
are unsaved you cannot. Get to 
know His love to you, and you 
will be able to say with gratitude 
-{n your heart, “We love him, be- 
cause he first loved us” (1 John 
4:19). 


“J don’t Feel Anxious Enough” 


'. Numbers when awakened to see 


their guilt and danger become oc- 
cupied with their feelings. instead 
of with God’s feeling towards 
them. They never seem to ask 
themselves the question: Does my 
salvation depend on hhow I feel 
toward God, or on how He feels 
toward me?” Again and again we 
fhear the remark, “I don’t feel 
anxious enough,” or “I don’t feel 
sorry enough.” Such have read, or 
fieard of some who were in great 
darkness of soul, and they imagine 
that they must go through a simi- 
‘lar-experience. They are very un- 
like the woman who, when asked 
how she got through the “Slough 
of Despond” (mentioned in Bun- 
yan’s Pilgrim’s Progress), replied, 
“T did not’go that road at all; I 
went straight to the Cress.” 

Don’t think of your anxiety, or 
lack of anxiety, but ask yourself: 
“Is God willing to save me now?” 
Again and again in His word he 
declares that His desire is that 
you should not perish, but be eter- 
mally saved (see Ezek. 33:11; 
I Tim. 2:4-6). Cease occupying 
your mind with your feelings. 
‘Think of His wondrous love to you 
‘28 manifested in the gift of His 
only-begotten and _  well-beloved 
son. On the ground of what He 
did and suffered, you can be saved 
even now as you read these lines 


Cit Cor. 6:2,3). 


“I Could Not Hold Out” 


This is what many a one Says. 
in fact, it is a very common diffi- 
culty with those who are exercised 
about their soul’s welfare. 


“I have often tried to be a 
Christian, but have failed. Some- 
times I thought I was one, but the 
hhappy feelings vanished, and I 
was just as bad as ever, so there 
#S no use in me professing,” say 
¢éome. Don’t you be troubled about 
your “holding on.” What you are 
“iow required to do is to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
moment you do so you obtain 
eternal life (John 3:36), and the 
fassurance that you will never per- 
4sn. (John 10:28). Then, as to how 
you will “get on” after you are 
saved, the same Christ who saves 
#°om wrath to begin with, saves 
grom sin to go on with, and will 
keep you safe to glory to end with. 
“His name shall be called Jesus: 
for he shall save his people from 
their sins’ (Matt. 1:21); and He 
‘is able to keep you from falling” 
4 Jude 24), and ‘has promised never 
io leave or to forsake those who 
put their trust in Him. The mo- 
sent you believe on Christ you are 
His; and He has pledged His word 
to guide, guard, and keep you, and 
to give you strength and grace 
to live and work for Him. 


“Would It Not Be Great 
Presumption?” 

Presumption to do what? “Pre- 
sumption is anyone to say that he 
knows ‘he is saved.” But if God 
declares you may be sure, and tells 
you how you may be sure, would 
vou call it “presumption” to be- 
Yieve Him? “Assuredly not.” Then 
fisten to Him: “These things have 
{ written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God, that 


ye may know that ye have eternal 
life’ (I John 5:13). Instead of it 
being “presumption” to believe 
what God says, to doubt Him is to 
be guilty of the greatest sin that 
anyone can commit, 

“But I cannot say that I am 
saved.” Then you do not believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ? “Oh, 
yes, I do!” You must surely be 
mistaken; for the Scripture states 
that 
Son hath everlasting life’ (John 
3:36): and if you are not saved, 
it is because you do not believe 
on Him. 

“T believe on Christ, but I can- 
not say I am saved.” Then you 
are making God a liar; for He 
again and again asserts that every 
one who believes on Christ has 
eternal life (John 6:47). On the 
other hand ponder the solemn 
words: ‘‘He that believeth not God 
hath made him a liar, because 
he believeth not the record that 
God gave of His Son” (1 John 5: 
10,11). Believe and be saved. 


“IT Don’t Feel Any Change” 


Of course not. How could you, 
so long as your mind is occupied 
with your feelings toward God, in- 
stead of with His feelings toward 
you; if you continue to look into 
your cold, wretched heart, you will 
become more and more miserable. 
By dwelling on its coldness, or 
hardness, your want of love or 
want of sorrow, faith or feelings, 
you will be unhappy. Peace is not 
to be derived from looking within; 
it is only to be found by looking 
unto Jesus, by thinking of His 
great love to us in what He has 
done and suffered for us, and not 
by anything that we have done or 
suffered for Him. 

“Look to Jesus, weary one, look 
and live: 

Look at what the Lord has done, 
look and live! 

Though unworthy, vile, unclean, 
look and live: 

LOOK AWAY FROM SELF 
look and live!” 

So long as you do not believe on 
Christ, you cannot have any love 
to Him. You must first believe 
in His love and death for you; and 
the moment you know that the 
mighty work of atonement has 
been accomplished, that justice 
has been satisfied, you will obtain 
peace with God, and love will flow 
out and over to Him who loved 
you, and gave Himself for you. 


AND SIN, 


A Scottish shepherd, in a state 
of Soul anxiety, asked a preacher 
if he could tell him what was 
meant by “coming to Christ.” “I 
have been hearing,” said the, ‘“‘a 
most earnest discourse; we have 
been urged and entreated to ‘come 
to Christ’; I felt as if I ‘had been 
sitting on nettles all the time, for 
he never told us how to come to 
Him. Can you tell me?” 

“Can you fly to Him?” inquired 
the preacher. “No, I cannot do 
that.” “Can you walk on your 
feet to Him?” “No.” The gos- 
peller told him that Christ though 
in Heaven, was beside him on 
earth, loving him with a deep, 
Strong, and tender love, eagerly 
anxious to save ‘him. He was 
shown that with his mind and 
heart, and not with this body, he 
was to go to Jesus—in other 
words, he was to believe on Him 
who died that he might live. “Is 
that it? Is it so simple? I see 
it now,” said the seeking soul, and 
believing on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
as ‘his Saviour, he went on his way 
rejoicing, 

Have you come to Christ? If 
not, come to Him now. ‘Believe 
in His love and death for you, and 
you will know, on the authority 
of Him who cannot lie, that you 
are saved, have eternal life, and 
will never perish (John 5:24). 


“I Cannot Realize It” 


What do you mean? “I see that 
Christ died for me. I know that 
God is perfectly satisfied with 
what He has done; but, somehow 
or other, I cannot realize that I 
have everlasting life.” 

Your mistake is you are taken 
up with the realizings of your 
mind instead of with the realities 
of God’s salvation. Suppose for 
some crime you were sentenced 
to a term of imprisonment, with 
the option of paying a large pen- 
alty. A- friend pays the amount in 
full, and brings you a receipt; 


“Hie that believeth on the: 
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YOUR 


would you then fear being sent 
to jail? “No.” Why not? Because 
of your “realizings” or “grasp- 
ings”? “No.” Why would you not 
be afraid? “Because the ransom 
had been paid.” Would you be re- 
quired to “realize,” or “grasp,” or 
‘lay hold” of the money in your 
mind? “Certainly not.” 

God in His Word tells you that 
Christ has given Himself a ran- 
som for you (I Tim. 2:6), and on 
the ground of what He has done 
you may be saved. Do not think 
of your “realizings,” but believe in 
the reality of His death for you, 
and you will know that you are 
saved, and the possessor of eternal 
life. 


“I Cannot Feel Saved” 

Martin Luther, in one of his 
conflicts with the Devil, was asked 
by the arch enemy if he felt his 
sins forgiven? “No,” said the great 
reformer, “I don’t feel that they 
are forgiven, but I know they are, 
because God says so in His Word.” 


Paul did not say, “‘Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
feel saved” (Acts 16:31). No one 
can feel that his sins are for- 
given. Ask that man whose debt 
was paid by another, “Do you feel 
that your debt is paid?” ‘‘No,” is 
the reply, “I don’t feel that it is 
paid; I know from this receipt 
that it is paid, and I feel happy 
because I know it is paid.” So 
with you. You must first believe 
in God’s love to you as revealed at 
the Cross of Calvary, and then 
you will feel happy, because you 
will know that you are saved. 


A cheerful old Christian, on 


hearing persons speaking of their 
feelings, used to say, “Feelings! 
Feelings! Don’t bother yourself 
about your feelings. J just stick to 
the old truth that Christ died for 
me, and He is my surety right on 
to eternity, and I'll stick to that 
like a limpet to the rock.” 

“Be my feelings what they will, 
Jesus is my Saviour still.” 


“God Says I Am Saved, and It 
Must, Therefore, Be True” 


Such were the words uttered by 
a young convert on the night he 
found peace. Can you truthfully 
adopt ‘his language? 

“I wish I could.” Then there is 
nothing to hinder you from doing 
so now. Jesus has died on Calvary 
for you; He has “suffered for sins, 
the just for the unjust,” and God 
has declared that those who be- 
lieve on Him have eternal life 
(John 5:24; 6:47). If, therefore, 
you really believe on Him who 
bore the wrath and curse for you, 
you have God’s Word for it that 
you are saved. 

“I cannot feel I am _ saved.” 
Neither do I; but, thank God, I 
know it, simply because He says 
so in His Word, and I am confi- 
dent He always speaks the truth. 
Salvation is not obtained through 
our feelings, but through faith in 
what Christ did for us (I Cor. 
15:1-4). Jesus felt the weight of 
Sin when He exclaimed, “My God, 
My God, why ‘hast Thou forsaken 
me?” (Matt. 27:46). “Once in the 
end of the world (or ages) hath He 
appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself” (Heb. 9:26). 
Now, as you read these lines, be- 
lieve on Him who bore sin’s pen- 
alty, and with the young convert 
you will be able to say, “God says 
I am saved, and therefore, it 
must be true.” 


“Time Enough Yet” 
Allow me to ask you in closing, 


|}Are you saved? “I intend to be, but 


there is no great hurry.” What! 
“No great hurry,” and the mes- 
senger of death at your very door! 
The man-slayer, with the avenger 
of blood on his track, fleeing into 
the city of refuge did not think so. 
When asked why you despised His 


pardon and rejected or neglected 


His great salvation, What answer 
will you give? Don’t, Oh! don’t 
allow Satan to lull you to sleep- 
in the cradle of a false security. 
Time is short, and eternity is at 
hand. Will you, can you, dare you 
remain one moment Jonger un- 
saved? “Now” is God’s time. ‘‘To- 
morrow” may be too late. The 
dark thunder-cloud of God’s wrath 
may suddenly burst upon you, and 
if you remain in your present po- 
sition, the voice from Heaven may 
sound forth, “Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee’’ 
(Luke 12:20). What, then, would 
become of you? 

Don’t be perplexed about the 
future. He who saves sinners, has 
promised to “keep” them; and the 
moment you receive Christ into 
your heart by faith, He will grant 
you power to overcome sin, self, 
and Satan, and give you strength 
to live for Him who died for you.
